While John's 
reasoning is certainly valid, I think pinning the game down to what "really" hap- 
pens is a snare> in that both sides to an argument can usually do that. The real 
reason for the Spring move-; is obvious. Diplomacy depends upon alliances. If 
ownership of centers changed on every season,, it would become increasingly diffi- 
cult -for allies to work together. This' way } it is possible to advance raoidly, 
in ^. many cases, by moving into, an ally* s center In the Spring and out In the Fall. 
This rule thus adds mobility to the game and improves it immensely. ## The argu- 
ment of "why don't we do it this way instead of that way" is one frequently heard, 
and one which really makes no sense. We may as well ask, in chess, why do pawns 
move only forward and not backward as well. The answer is that the rules so sti- 
pulate. If you want to play with backward-moving pawns, then you are in the 
realm of faery chess. If you want to play with Spring capture of centers, then 
you are in the realm of variant Diplomacy.
